Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues Soha (U.S. Patent 
4.817,080) does not disclose the generation of request statistics based on a stream of service requests . The Examiner disagrees. Soha 
discloses a monitor unit that collect statistics using a counter by monitoring the packets it receives. (Col. 2, lines 15-45) Soha discloses a 
monitor manager in the network that received information from individual monitor units. The monitor units collect statistics by monitoring 
respective legs of the locasl-ara network to which they are connected, and they transmit these statistics periodically to the monitor- 
management unit, which processes the data sent by the monitors and generates displays for the user. (Abstract; Col. 2, lines 18-23) 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine. 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1 992). In this case, one ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to combine the teachings of Cox with Soha because 
one would have been motivated as suggested by Cox (Abstract) in order to provide a system to block a network attack based on analyzing 
network traffic. 

The Applicant argues Soha does not disclose or suggest "denial of service". The Examiner asserts that that particular feature was shown 
to be obvious under the combination of Cox. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); in re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., address spoofing attack) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181. 26 USPQ2d 
1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The Applicant argues Cox and Soha are in a separate field of endeavor because Soha was classified in 370 and Cox was classified in 
709. The Examiner disagrees, class 370 and 709 are related because they both deal with multiple communications. Furthermore, both 
Cox and Soha teach a network monitoring system. The Examiner disagrees with the applicant and maintains all rejections. All 
amendments and argument by the Applicant have been considered. It is the Examiner's conclusion that calms 1-4, 7-12 and 15-16 are not 
patentably distinct or non-obvious over the prior art of record in view of the references Cox, Soha and Smith. Therefore, all the rejection is 
maintained as given below. 
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
